Approaching the great Father 
of all is like following a stream to its 
source in a crystal spring where the 
pure water rushes forth to nourish the 
valley below. The closer we draw to 
God the purer and holier we are.

Love is a peculiar power. It attracts 
everything that is like itself but has 
no attraction for that which is unlike 
its own nature. If we love, we are lov- 
ed.

This 
is the testimony, even the positive as- 
surance of masters. To pour out love 
upon hatred is to consume it and at 
the same time to find the soul of him 
who hates and claims it for love.

Ye Know Not What Manner Of 
Spirit Ye Are Of.” Luke 9:55. 

Our text presents us with a striking 
instance of the weakness and _ sinful 
infirmities of two of the eminent dis- 
ciples of the Saviour. One of these was 
the beloved John who afterwards be- 





came so distinguished for meekness 
and love. 
Between the Samaritans and the 


Jews the most deadly animosity pre 
vailed, They even refused each other 
the common courtesies of life, hence 
the exclamation of the woman to Je 
sus, “How is it that thou being a Jew 
asketh drink of me which am a wo- 
man of Samaria for the Jews have no 
dealing with the Samaritans?” 

Now back to the text. Jesus had set 
His face to go up to Jerusalem and on 
His way had to go thru a Samaritan 
village and He sent messengers that 
they might prepare for Him. It is writ- 
ten that they would not receive Him 
because He was on His way to Jerusa- 
lem. They prebably hoped that He 
would tarry and decide the long stand- 
ing controversy as to the proper place 
to worship God in their favor. They 
refused to accept them because Jesus 
had His face set to go up to Jerusalem. 
When James and John saw this they 
indignantly exclaimed, “Wilt thou that 
we command fire to come down from 
heaven, and consume them, even’ as 
Elias did °” Their desire was that 
they be immediately consumed and 
they quoted scripture to support their 
request, but wisely they refer it to 
Christ. The only good thing about it 
was the interrogation in reference to 
it. Wilt thou? The answer of our Re- 


deeme,v is the text of this occasion, 
“But he turned, and rebuked them, 
ana said, Ye know not what manner 
of spirit ye are of.” V. 56, “For the 
Son of man is not come to destroy 
men’s lives, but to save them.” From 
this striking aud instructive portion 


of the divine Word we notice that the 
professed disciples of Christ may be 
greatly influeneed by a wrong. spirit.

(1) th maintaining bitterness of 
mind to those who have different 
Views of divine truth. How iare it is 
to see exhibited a spirit of affectionate 
candor with regard to other sects and 
parties. Our own opinions are the 
right ones, our ‘interpretation of the 
scripture is absolutly correct, to differ 
from us is to go from the way of 
truth. A very small difference is suf- 
ficient to set them down as _ heretics 
and perhaps to unehristianize them 
altogether. If we are compelled to 
speak well of them it is in a cool tone 
or with several deductions that nullify 
all that has been said. This 1s some 
times in reference to doctrine or forms 
of worship, to ordinances, to discipline, 
etc. Thus the church treats dissenters 


and dissenters treat the church; 
Roman Catholies, Protestants and Pro- 
testants, Rorsan Catholics. Now if 


Christ were present, do you think He 
would mix up with all this confusion, 
malice, envy, and strife? No! He 
would say to each and the whole, “Ye 
know not what manner of spirit ye 
are of.”

At the colored convention, which con- 
vened at Jacksonville, Fla. a few 
weeks ago, an offering of $25.00 was 
taken for missions.

ll. LET US ACCOUNT FOR THE 

EXISTENCE OF THIS SPIRIT. 

We marvel not at this in unconvert- 
ed persons who are strangers to the 
love of God and the power of the Holy 
Spirit, but we expect the image and 
Spirit of Jesus in the regenerated, con- 
verted followers of Christ. 

(1) It arises from an unsanctified 
state of the heart. The original cor- 
ruption remaining within, much 
spiritual territory to be possessed, at- 
tainments of grace to the soul frigid 
and sterile. 

(2) It arises from the influence 
of unhallowed prejudices in the mind. 
In some cases imperfect education or 
ministerial instruction trained in an 
atmosphere of bigotry and strife indoc- 
trinated into sectarian principles in- 
stead of the principles of the gospel. 
Hence some ministers and churches 
are celebrated for bitterness of spirit, 
exclusiveness of feeling and party and 
animosity. Often our reading has much 
to do with it, the Word of God a very 
secondary book, only read authors of 
our party and creed; from self-ignor- 
ance and self-deception. Ye know not 
what manner of spirit ye are of. Know 
our name and creed and our peculiari- 
ties but not our spirit. Know the spirit 
of others and condemn it, yet know it 
not in ourselves. Live without self-ex- 
amination with little self-communion 





with God, thus err and deceive our 
own souls. 
Ill. THE DIVINE REMEDY FOR 


THE WRONG SPIRIT

own unworthiness, our defects and 
failings. A sense of this will abase, oc- 
cupy our reflections, confessions, etc.

(2) A careful limitation of the 
example of Christ and His Spirit, His 
nature, His mission, His life, ete. all 
breathe pure infinite love. How did 
He feel and act and speak? What the 
design of His mission? What the in- 
fluence of His love? 

APPLICATION 
(1) Attention to our spirit is of the 
utmost importance. 
(2) Our own happiness and improve- 
ments identified with it. 
(3) A right spirit only will recommend 
religion.

If we regard love as the emotion vu. 
the Spirit within us, we shall have ua 
clear idea of its true nature. It is not 
individual and personal like thought, 
but universal in its power and appeal. 
It is heaven in every heart that gives 
it room. The effect of loving is so 
spiritual that under its power self is 
forgotten and one’s world enlarged to 
include at least one more person. Love 
expands the consciousness by turning 
the soul to universal harmony. Whe 
people teel alike they act together for 
the good of all. Self-advantage is not 
thought of when love awakens man to 
a consciousness of divinity within him- 
self. Deniai of self, we are told by the 
spilitual seers, is the way to Christ 
attainment. One’s spiritual progress 
is very slow while he is bent on get- 
ting something for self, but as soon as 
his attitude changes the free flowing 
life of God,freshens his mind and his 
body, making him more fully receptive 
to truth and quickening every faculty 
to renewed and continued spiritual 
effort. The selfless urge of love is the 
greatest incentive to righteousness 
that man can ever know. The holiest 
moment anyone ever experienced was 
that in which he did something for an- 
other in utter forgetfulness of himself. 
To be entirely free from _ self- 
consciousness and with full concentra- 
tion on the task in hand—lost, as it 
were, in an impersonal service—is to 
have a taste of heaven. 

Love, being the movement of the All 
thru all, has no opposition. It is the 
only power that is a law to itself. Peo- 
ple sometimes try to be a law to them- 
selves but they invariably fail. It is 
not possible for anyone to do as he 
pleases, but is possible for love to do 
*¢ it pleases; that is, love, true te the 
law of its nature, moves on to the 
accomplishment of its purpose irres- 
pective of all conditions. It has no op- 
position because it is all attraction. 
There is no repulsion in love. All men- 
tal forces have repuision as well as 
attraction, but love is not of the mind 
or personality of man. Love is of the 
Spirtt, and therefore is not to be 
governed by mental limitations. 

In its free universal action, love is 
like the rythmic beat of wild waves on 
wild shores. The waves lap the rocks 
and fall back in white spray, but again 
and again they come; they express con- 
stant activity, eternal restlessness, as 
it were, seeking, trying, accomplish- 
ing, until even the rocks are worn 
away. Such is the spirit of love in 
human hearts. Its waves of rythmic 
joy will beat unceasingly against the 
intellect and the will of man until all 
mortal hardness is dissolved. Always 
reaching for its own, never at rest, 
identified with man’s most terrifying 
experiences as well as with his calmer, 
holier moments, love swings on, al- 
ways working God’s will in the heart, 
always purifying, redeeming, illumi- 
nating, and inspiring. 

There is something of the wildness 
of primeval nature in the love-spirit 
in man. The lover is a mystic seeking 
union with love in everybody and in 
everything. Mother nature takes him 
to her heart with mild and fine czx- 
resses. The flowers smell sweeter, 
the air is softer, the earth more alive 
to him who loves even in the human 
way. Blind to faults, awake to funda- 
mental realities, love finds the straight 
and narrow way from self to God. 

Love is the Spirit of God in the 
world reconciling people to each other 
and to Him. It would be difficult to 
put into words a more accurate desig- 
nation of love considered from the 
standpoint of action. Let us think of 
jove in that way. Let us know that 
when we love one another we are ex- 
pressing thru us “For we are a temple 
of the living God; even as God said, I 
will dwell in them, and walk in them: 
and I will be their God, and they shall 
be my pecple.” God loves us with an 
everlasting love, which is our guaran- 
tee of immortality. Eternity is toler- 
able only when we think of it in terms 
of love. To contemplate living forever 
in the narrow, cold prison house to self 
chills the soul with horror. Only when 
we view our continous on-zoing in the 
light of affection, loving and_ being 
loved, do we care even to attempt the 
bold adventure. Without the saving 
purifying, redeeming power of love 
the light of God would die out of the 
soul and man would be submerged into 
materiality, in hopeless ruin. The sil- 
ver cord of life may break, but the 
golden cord of love twined about the 
heart delivers man even from the 
grave. 

It is only when we consider love as 
it appeared in Jesus Christthat wefind 
it in its most exalted form. Howuncon-. 
ventional, primitive, and universal was 
the love of the Master! He was love 
itself in personal form, stepping down 
beside the lowest of the low, eating 
with those whom the Pharisee passed 
by, regarding not the commandments 
of men, living the free life of spirit, 
yet the fineness of the scope of his 
love included all morality. He disre- 
garded man-made rules solely because 
he lived by the higher law and did not 
need the restraint of the lower vision. 
He went on his appointed way unmind- 
ful alike of censure and of approbation. 
He touched the lepers and_ healed 
them. He blessed the scarlet woman, 
and under the inspiration of His love 
she went forth to a new life free from 
sin. In his splendid fearless life there 
were no repulsions. Even those who 
crucified him were drawn close to His 
warm heart of love. “Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they
